Tbe Pacific Coast Association Tor the tJovernmeiit or 
Trotting anti Paclnur. 

The organization of an independent association for the government 
of trotting and pacing ou the Pacific Coast will bs perfected this week. 
The committee on by-laws and rule*, through Mr. Simpaou. chairman, 
were called to meet on July .it. and lu our next Issue we shall be able 
to uuuouuce the code wbten will be recognized by the Pacific Coast 
turfmen. They have the necessary ability aud experience, mud we shall 
look for a government that will show a marked improvement over that 
of the mutual admiration ring. For their Interests there la uot a think¬ 
ing person who doe* not admit that the court* of the National Associa¬ 
tion are too far away to afford a fair trial. The only evidence must be 
documentary, and ltviug witnesses cannot give ibuir evldeuco when 
three thousand miles Intervene. Were the affairs of the National Asso¬ 
ciation managed In the best manner, there would be no inducement 
for the course* here to hold membership ou account of the distance, 
but there have been a multiplicity of erroneous decision*, and a heed- 
Ivesnesa of anything save to get all the money possible, and that many 
who were formerly tbe warmest supporters, uow denounce it lu the 
most emphatic terma. We could cite ao mauv Instances of ibl* that it 
would require more space than we can afford from now until the meet¬ 
ing of the convention to give even a small portion of the reprehensible 
action*. A ••District board” would make the matter worse. Heretofore 
the most frivolous * pro(eau»” were eutered. and the most foolish ap¬ 
peals taken. Months passed before the matter coaid be adjudicated, 
and money retained which should have beeu disbursed a year ago. All 
the power which a District Board affords doea not prevent the parties 
from taking an appeal from their decision ou the deposit of $50, aud a 
few ludivlduule Iniereattdlu delaying the iudgmem would club to¬ 
gether and cheerfully subscribe these few dollars apiece. W r e cannot 

see any logical objections to the plan. If eveu the rules of the National 
Association were perfect. Mauy are ambiguous while others are posi¬ 
tively erroneous. These can be remedied t>y the majority vote of the 
Associations, while, if they still held membership in the National Asso¬ 
ciation. ills doubtful if one delegate from all the clubs on this coast 
would attend. Without representation it cauuot be expected that their 
want* will be atteuded to. and the dlatauce effectually prevoule the 
sending of delegates. And If some public spirited Individuals were en¬ 
terprising enough to make the trip, who Is to say that there would not 
be a recurrence or the Cincinnati experience. Hud the weary Journey be 
rendered nugatory by a ring such as manipulated it there.

I have 
wa-hed it with arnica and applied tallow and tar. bat it will not heal. 
Can you give any aid? Ans. Try Knars' balsam twice a day. 

Spout, Long Branch.— My terrier had warts and I applied corrosive 
sublimate to kill them, it seems to eat into the flesh, as there are large 
tores lu several places and these are spreading quite rapidly. What 
cau 1 do to cure them? Ans. Corrosive sublimate is apt to act in this 
way if uot banded with great care. You had better apply to a good 
doctor and show him your dog. 

G. N. A.. Baltimore. -What can I do for a terrier that has an affec¬ 
tion of the throat. He seems to be in pain when he eats, appetite 
light. He Is attacked with violent choking spells very frequently, at 
which times he cau not lie down but stauds andstraius every muscle, 
his neck getting larger than his head. Some times he vomits his food 
but often coughs up a white foam which seems to be a relief? Ans. - 
Give of syrup or tolu aud syrup of acacia each two ounces, and syrup 
of ineette three drachms, mixed, a teaspoonful every two or three hours. 
If the bowels are constipated give one ounce of syrup of buckthorn, 
aud should It not operate in three hours give another ouuce. Feed on* 
beef tea insde from a pouud of lean beet aud u pint of water boiled 
until the juice of the meat is extracted. A little of Decker's farina 
might be used to thicken, or a little boiled rice might be added to the 
beef tea.

Champion English setters, other than black and tan, brought 
out Mr. Purcell Llewellln’a Remus and Prince, and Mr. Duncan’s 
Rock II; the lirst named, which won, Isa young dog bv the Lav- 
crack I’linee, out of Ruliy, of He’d trial renown, lie is a lemon 
and white, of great beauty, and remarkably speedy looking, with 
line depth and lengthy quarters. The keeper who showed them, 
evidently wanted old Prince to win, Imt the judge would not have 
it; he was badly shown, and not a patch on either his son, the 
wluuer, or Mr. Duueaii’s showy Rock II, which is of the blue 
licked or Belton color, und a level, symmetrical animal all through. 

In the champion English bitches, Mr. I.lewelliu’s kennel was 
the only one to save Ihe class from a thorough breakdown, his 
Princess, by Champion Prince, out of bill II. and Puzzle, a 
younger bitch of the same litter, being the unit entries; to the 
latter was awarded the cup. 

The open dog elans was well tilled and excellent In quality, 
total number of entries, 13. Mr. Llewellln wusagaln to the front, 
with Prince Regent, a remarkably nice looking setter, ami 
brother und of same litter to Puzzle. I certainly preferred Ids 
highly commanded Prince Regent, another of the same litter, hut 
being exceedingly weak behind and cat-hummed, the judges, Col. 
Cowen ami Mr. Bcvan, may well be excused for awarding the 
palm to the other. The head, or rather skull, of Prince Regent is 
about tile most perfect 1 ever beheld; lieautIfully domed and full 
of character. In quality tills Itumlsniiic puppy can have no 
superior; and Ills lengthy quarters, well bent stilles and silky coat 
rank him among the flower of the day; Ills color Is white and 
black in patches. In open hitches, Mr. Cunningham was lirst 
with Retie, a very symmetrical creature of greater power possibly 
than speed, hut for all not lacking iti quality. She is lit Roll Rov 
out of Rlinkhonrs Victress. 

Cordon setter dogs were a fair lot. Mr. Mapleheek winning 
with Blossom, the Alexandria Park winner; Captain Rankin coming 
second with Monarch, who held the same place to Blossom at 
Alexandria, and Mr. Richardson's Duke In Sultan out of Moll III. 
Duke was winner of lirst at Nottingham, ’ Maidstone. Manchester 
and other good shows. 

*1 lie Irish setter dogs mustered a dozen. Poor old Puinierstou, 
tlie mere shadow of his former self, was easily defeated by Mr. 
Macdona's Rover, the dog lately engraved in the /-’feW; while

Murder in St. Lou1n. 

Tile brains of 130 dogs were beaten out at I lie pound oil yes¬ 
terday. It was tlie second day of tlie slaughter. There was no 
large attendance or outsiders as on Saturday last. The exhibition 
was, however, fully as cruel and barbarous as on tlmt date. Tlie 
dogs captured on last Wednesday and Thursday were the ones ex¬ 
ecuted. A reporter of the fl/o/w- Dnnurrn! was in attendance. 
Early in the morning the poundmustcr led the dogs on eraeklins 
and water. The scone was not pleasant. When tlie food was 
thrown in tlie dogs sprang Tor it. They snarled and hit. at eaeli 
other. One big dog forced his companions from tlie food and 
bellied himself. Then lie lay dowti beside tlie remainder, unit 
with menacing growls kept the others from taking any of it. One 
or two dogs were redeemed by their owners during the morning. 
Their joy at deliverance was ecstatic. The despair of those left 
behind was profound. In one of the stalls a vicious tiger hull 
had all of Ids companions in a state of abject subjection, lie had 
mangled two or three of them The others huddled in a corner 
looked their terror. The brute who paced up amt down the nar¬ 
row pen looked as though he feared nothing. There was a sud¬ 
den change in Ids manner. There was a howl from the west peti, 
preceded by the swash of the club of the dog killer, and followed 
by a general wall. 

The tiger hull, with each hall- on end and Util erect, stood for a 
moment bristling defiance. The slaughter continued steadily in 
the next pen. An idea of what was going oil seemed to come 
over tlie hull. Ilian instant Ids tail fell, and he slunk to the 
furthermost corner of tile pen, and lay cowering among tlie dogs, 
wlio a few moments before bad lied Ids auger. There was lint 
one dog-killer ut work yesterday, lie was the smaller of the two 
employed mi Saturday. His mime is Kouslier. lie Is by instinct 
a lirule, by profession u butcher, lie entered the presence of tlie 
l owering nils, and licgan to wield his terrible club. The dogs 
were not excited by the presence of visitors as on But unlay, and 
at tlie outset Were not so frantic ill their movements. 

Steady blows of the club reduced Ihe niiiuiier by one-half. Tin¬ 
man took the loose dogs lirst; those that run aboilt avoiding the 
instrument of death. The Ihsir of tlie pull was slippery with 
blood. At the door a dozen ol the wretched animals struggled 
and paweif and howled. Some of them made des|ieratc leaps at 
Ihe door, as if to force it down. Their eager faces, their cx- 
I*»«cd tongues, their terrible yells, their wonderful muscular 
efforts, made a terrible sight. The lielng with a eluli came to this 
parly. With the nonchalance and steadiness of a blacksmith's 
striker, he rained blows. Each fall of tlie club marked the fall of 
a dog. Some of them were killed by the first blow. They fell, 
and became stiff in an instant. Some of them fell on tlielr sides, 
and their limits alone quivered; one or two extra blows would 
crash the skulls of these. It was terrible to see how some of the 
poor things buttled with death. Felled by a blow that would 
stun an ox, they would struggle to tlielr fi-ct, and reeling from 
side to side attempt to fly to safety. The club again, and again, 
and still the poor thing writhes and struggles, until some one 
Wow better aimed titan tlie others, crushed the skull like an egg 
would tic broken In. When there were Imt twenty or twenty-live 
dogs remaining unkflled in tin; lirst pen, they had slunk 'to u 
corner, and lay actually piled one upon another. They hud ceased 
hi howl or yelp. They whined no more, hut lay pictures of 
mental anguish und torture. Each dog there knew that his fate 
was al hand. Some of them closed their eyes. More Ilian one 
put himself In position to receive the blow, uml died without a 
struggle. One Intelligent-looking black und-tau is particularly 
remembered. The poor tiling crawled from the midst of tlie 
other dogs. Dragging himself on his very belly to the center of 
the pen, he lay down, looked at the executioner once anil then 
closed his bright, steel lilgp eyes. The club descended, and tlie 
little dog wss deail. 

A inau who acted like, that In tlie presence of death would Is' 
railed a hero. Docs anybody think that that little dog did not 
know what death was! Sometimes the dog-killer reached Into 
the pile of dogs, and slezlng one by the neck, would drag It Into 
a convenient position for killing. They never thought of lilting 


him. When the dog-killer, got tired lie stop|>cd to rest. He 
willed some drops of blood off his face with his shirt sleeve. 

“See him hit that dog," said one of the paid attendants pi the 

reporter. 

“Yes, lie wurks like It Would he all the same to him whether 
he was killing dogs or mm.’’ 

"Why, he did crack a big butcher over tlie head with his eluli 
about a year and a half ago, und got tell days In tlie Jail for It," 

It would be wearisome to follow tlie slaughter ill ull its sicken¬ 
ing details. It M ould be impossible to exaggerate its horror. 
Blood and brains, beaten, literally beaten, out of the poor wretches 
with a barbarous eluli. That Is the case. To see the poor things 
awaiting tlielr fate, cowering in the presence of death, is. in Itself, 
licurt-rendfug. To see the struggles of the dying brutes is hor¬ 
rifying. To sec the executioner ul work is disgusting. There 
were three pone III led with dogs. When they had been killed, 
tlie fellow with the eluli took a knife and bled each one of them. 
Then they were put into tlie rendering compuuy’s wagon and 
carted away. 

The reporter spoke Ids mind as to the uiuiinur of killing the 
dogs. The pouud keeper replied that lie thought Hint killing with 
tlie eluli was the safest and most expeditious manner. He urged 
that tlie. tlmt blow made the brute unconscious, ami that tlie side 
sequent struggles, being wholly convulsive, went, for nothing, und 
that sympathy uwukcuod by a sight of the death throes was wasted. 
The limn admitted tlmt when mlsblotvs were made, and the lawks 
or limbs of the creatures struck, that "it looked pretty tough,” 
which is drawing it mild, to say tlie least. The iiiiiu w as Interns 
gated as to tlie feasibility id drowning the dogs. lie said 
that he believed that was a more painful death than tlie present 
mode, and. besides, it would he very expensive. 

"No, no." said tile reporter, "Here you are within sixty feet 
of tlie river. At a very slight expense, a crate or cage tlmt would 
hold 100 dogs could he constructed. A tramway from the |siuud 
dour could he laid into the river. The cage should have wheels, 
and, when tilled, could lie run Into the water, und its occupants 
drowned quietly and thoroughly within three minute-. Tlie cage 
could then he withdrawn, the carcasses stuck and duly hied. 

Then the expcliseof asphyxiating them would he small. One of 
tlie present apartments of the pound could lie made air tight, ear- 
lamie acid gas could then lie generated and the dogs would die 
without a struggle, and almost Instantaneously." ..an ad¬ 

dressed said that* the manner of killing the dogs was a matter for 
the City Marshall to attend to. 

A reporter of the Olobc-IJttoutnit yesterday met Mr. Kobe S. 
MacDonald, president of (lie Society Tor tlie Prevent ion of Cruelty 
to Animals. The gentleman had his attention first called to the 
brutal manner in which the dogs are killed at the pound by tlie 

article in Sunday's flloOe~JJenwrm!. The gentleman Mas shocked 
al the cruelty exhibited, and said tlmt. tlie society would at once 
take such steps to enforce the substitution of a iiilieli less barba¬ 
rous mode of killing the condemned dogs.—St. Louis HMm-

To prove to a doubting frieud the superiority of the nmthod 
alsivc advocated for measuring strength of shooting, I ifred a 
small rifle loaded with uboutf drs. of powdcrflrst at eighty sheets 
of medium thick pasteboard placed separately in a rack. Every 
sheet was perforated, and the bullet, which also indented a pine 
hoard at the end of the rack to the depth of about eighteen iuchcs, 
showed no signs beyond the marks of the lands in the rifle of ever 
having been tired. A second shot loaded in precisely the same 
way was then fired at an equal uumber of sheets of similar paste 
laiard pocked rloxrly together and only Iwdit xluct* <cere broken; the 
Pullet Was flattened to almost twice Its original diameter and was 
found dirking lightly in (he tilth sheet. 

Now this system of paper pad measurement, gentlemen, is just 
wlmt has been 'leading you astray, for the very idea of two, three, 
four or even live drums of powder in a heavy, ten gauge gun, 
shooting stronger than six or seven drams is almost “too absurd 
lo be ridiculous." Why the difference of interval in time be¬ 
tween the report of the gun and the sound of the 
shot striking the target where different charges are 
used, should be sufficient to convince almost any reason¬ 
ing person of the truth of the matter. Try it, my friends, 
for yourselves. You that have never done so, will be surprised 
at the result. Shoot, say, fifty yards, against a slight wind If 
possible, so that the sound of the allot strokes may be borne back 
distinctly and note the difference, both in character of stroke and 
interval between charges of say three and six drams; the one will 
strike r-r-p, showing a great difference in the arrival of the sepa¬ 
rate pellets, while the others will hit with n tpank, much quicker, 
and more nearly, as to time, together. 

Why is it, let me ask the advocates of small charges, that four 
drams and over (120 grs.) of powder are found to answer better 
than less in the long range Crecdmoor rifles, the calibres of which 
are less thun one-half inch in diameter; Why, too, unless in¬ 
crease of powder gives increased velocity, does so slight an excess 
as one grain more than the regular charge, cause the bullet at 
1,000 yards, to range several inches high f Why, in express rifles 
(bore commonly forty-five) are such large charges, four to live and 
a half drams employed If less amounts would give equal velocity 
und consequently correspondingly low trajectories; 

If then, my readers, increase of powder up to at least 54 drams, 

In calibres less than | inch in diameter is found beyond a doubt to 
give (whatever you choose to call it) increased velocity, stronger, 
shooting, longer range or gain in killing power. How in the 
name of common sense, in calibres of over J inch diameter, where 
more space is grunted for ignition, can the very reverse be l hc 
case! Too often, my friends, in duck shooting, if nowhere else, 
have I been convinced that 6 drams of powder would kill when 4 
would not, to allow me to entertain the idea of possibly being 
mistaken in tills matter, and if in consequence my writings appear 
somewhat |Kisitlve in expression, I would simply beg the common 
indulgence granted to sportsmen's opinions. 

One thing further before I close, I would like to take exceptions 
to, and that, is the seemingly general conclusion arrived at by the 
parties who have lately made these trials, that better leillernt 
arc to be obtained from the smaller charges than with large 
ones. With cylindrical Imres tills Is an almost infallible rule, but 
with chokes it may or may not In the rate, To be more explicit, a 
gun may be so choked that it will shoot ns close or even closer 
with 5 or t! drums of powder than with 3. This is a fact which I 
am ready to demonstrate at any time, but the true principle upon 
which choke liores act is so litt le understood, notwithstanding they 
have come Into such general use, that l am confident notone gun- 
maker in a hundred understands how this is to be. accomplished. 

Last Friday I tried my own gun, for pattern only, with various 
charges of powder, and if you consider it of sufficient interest to 
your readers you may publish the results. The scores of the left 
barrel I think are better than I have yet seen in print, and are not 
selected but all the scores made in the trial arc given. The gun 
l« a 10 bore 32 inch Benard Damascus barrels, under lever double- 
grip action, with extension rib, and weighs lli lbs; was made by 
W. It, Schaefer of Boston, a maker in my opinion second to none 
in lhc world for the production of line work and whose prices are 
lower for equal quality than any 1 am acquainted with ; for boring 
or gun work of any kind I would cheerfully recommend him. The 
shot used in all cases was li ox. English chilled No. 8; powder, 
Oriental western sporting F (i. grain; wads, Eley’s pink edge, 2 
over |K>wder, 4 one on shot; shells, U. M. C.Co., not turned; targets, 
30 Inch circles, drawn before tiring, on paper 30 inches square; 
distance, 40 measured yards. The gun was flred from the shoulder, 
without rest. Following is the score;

The large falling off In the pattern of the 0 dram charge was 
mainly due to faulty aim, only .Ml pellets striking upper liuif of 
circle, while 1 IM! struck the lower half. In the center of the 
charge the pellets were grouped full us closely as In any of the 
targets. The poor pattern, with 3 drams and the rigid barrel, 
was also partly due lo like cause though not one of the closest in 
the centre. The other shots struck fairly. .!• W. Lotto.

Dove Shooting lu Nevada. 

Virginia, Nbv., July 25, 1877. 

Emtoh Chicago Field: —In this land of silver, sand and 
sage brush our sportsmen are not troubled with an immense 
amount nor a great variety of game, and It la during the close 
season, that we have our best sport. Our last Legislature in 
framing tile game laws purposely refrained from mentioning 
“doves, hares and rabbits” among other “fur and feather,” well 
knowing that during the open season doves were not to be found in 
our silver state, and as a consequence thousands are killed dur¬ 
ing the dose season for oilier game. Doves maka their appear¬ 
ance about the first of May and remain until Die latter part of 
August. Upon their arrival they seem to be already paired off 
and Immediately commence breeding in fact. I am reliably in¬ 
formed that they breed every month in the year; certain we are, 
that they arrive with young birds from one-half to fully grown. 

Methinks I hear some of your readers say, “It is a shame und 
outrage to kill birds during the breeding season; to such I would 
say, did we not then shoot them we should be deprived of per¬ 
haps the best sport our Bonanza Stole affords, for upon the first, 
cool uights in the latter part of August they suddenly leave us 
for tlie warmer climate of Arizona and Mexico, to reappear as 
suddenly the following May. 

In habit they vary much from the passenger pigeon of our 
Eastern States and are but seldom found in flocks, and even tbeii 
few in number, and are moat frequently found on the ground 
among the sage brush or wild mustard patches; in fact, the more 
barren the place in appearance the more likely arc you to And 
doves, except after the grain is cut, at which time no better place 
is to be found than by taking a stand alongside the fence of a 
new cut grain field, when for about two hours before sunset tile 
doves will come pitching in singly, but generally in [stirs. 
Many of our sportsmen consider “dove shooting” os being more 
artistic work than either quail or snipe shooting, from the fact 
that they are very wild and so extremely quick in their motions, 
more so than poor Bob White; again, they generally rise in pairs, 
flying from three to ten yards apart, and very frequently offering a 
chance for both right and left barrels, aud the sport who is success¬ 
ful in making three or four double shots in the shoot of an even¬ 
ing, receives the applause of his companions, aud may feel justly 
proud of his proficiency. With a good joke on one of our boys 1 
will subside. 

A few days since a party of four, after a sharp drive of some 
eight miles all the way down hill, found themselves on a favorite 
feeding ground for doves. Three of them were old hands at the 
business and No. 4 had never been duve shooting. In less time 
than it takes to tell it guns were out, shooting coats were oil, 
pockets filled witli cartridges, and off they go for a walk through

BY HACKMATACK. 

Tin* Above caption may seem ‘'rather fresh/ 1 

the Imya say, for a title; hut I want to put 
all lovers of Waltwiian exercise ou a trail 
whereby they can have Imth kinds of fishing 
within a few hours of each other, and tiret- 
eliiss sport at that; no lazy, half-way work; 
hut rare, good, life-stirring, and health-giving 
s|K>rt.-work, but such work that you do not know 
that you are tired till you come to sit down 
to your plate of fried trout, coffee and baked 
potatoes Then us you till up you l*»giu to 
fed the little aches that betoken a hard day’s 
work done: but the bountiful ftupjwr finished, 
and a cigar lit, a man is at peace with all 
the world. Then, just as he is telling of, 
and feeling too, the bite of some glorious 
fellow, the practical man of the party sings 
out “come boys, these tish must be taken care 
of, packed nieely, so they can go home on 
the morning train”—for know, dear reader, 
we are within daily eommunieation by rail 
with the outside world—and still It is so wild 
that a man eould easily get lost in the vast 
wilderness, were he alone without a compass or 
guide. 

This paradise of anglers has only recently 
been opened up by the Wisconsin Central Rail¬ 
way to Ashland and vicinity. True, the place I 
has been long known, but so difficult of access, ! 
and consuming so much time, that few went 1 
there. Now there are daily trains, telegraph 
and express, and only ‘id hours from Chicago. ^ 
Fare to Ashluud, Wls., and return only $*20.00 
Hotel rates at Ashland and Bayfield, $*2.00 per 
day- Guides w ith boats, $*2.00 per day and less, 
with care taken of your fish, etc., for you. 
There ure Indians to lie had, hut 1 had rather 
have a good wtiile man us guide, as they take 
more interest and are not so lazy. To convince 
you of the aport I will spin you a little yam 
alsuit our lri(f. Sam I). and I left for Ashluud 
one lieautiful night in the month of .June. The 
weather was perfect, uttd w e felt it in our bones 
Hint the fish would bite if we only gave them the 
chance. Morning found us for breakfast at < 
Meuasha Junction; a nice, clean, fresh, Invit-| 
Ing meal it was too, with plenty of time, too, 1 
for a second cup of good coffee. When the 1 
train started we took our cigars and ourselves to i 
a comfortable smoking ear; smoked, spun yarns, j 
and looked at the country, which was beautiful, I 
everything a perfect green, aud so luxuriant : it | 
made us feel like boys agaiu to see the fine I 
farms and the splendid crops. 1 :*20 p. M. 
brought us to Stevens' Point: dinner here, ami 
a very good one, too; hut right here let me ad- j 
vise all lovers of the weed to bring their own 
cigars or pipes, for the smoking material there 
is, like the country, mighty wooden. After 
leaving Stevens' Point all is timber, a vast wil¬ 
derness of pine, mixed In some places with hard¬ 
wood, l»ctokeuing a good soil. Ever)- few miles 
there is a station, a notch cut in the vast forest, 
with a few houses, a store or two. the inevitable 
saloon, and perhaps a hotel, a wooden one. At 
Philli|»H we get supper* very good for way up in 
the woods. After leaving Phillips’* we begin to 
ascend the ridge of the great Peuoke Iron 
range, passing through some beautiful scenery, 
one strip of several miles in extent* where a hur¬ 
ricane had jwissed through in some former time, 
felling every tree in its path. Since then a* fire 
has run over the whole “windfall,” blackening 
and burning the logs as'far as the eye can reach. 
Just here we liegin to cross and recross n pretty 
stream of dark colored water, crossing it some 
18 times in a few miles. When we saw it we 
thought what a glorious trout stream, hut on in¬ 
quiry we found it was called Bud River, no fish 
being found in it hut a few chubs. There seems 
.to l>c some foreign matter held in solution in 
the water—perhaps Iron—tlmt prevents most 
kinds of fish from living in It. It is a very 
handsome stream, inuny places running in r#ij>- 
kls, through large boulders and rock-bound 
shores, with here and there a dark pool that 
would be glorious to land a trout from. As we 
passed over, the ridge and the .streams begun to 
turn their courses towards Ashland Bay. A 
most magnificent thunder storm burst ou us, by 
which time it was dark, and the continuous 
blaze of lightning and crush of the thunder 
made a wild scene. 

We crossed While River bridge about half 
])ast nine. This bridge is one of the most 
beautiful structures ever erected; only a few 
feet Icaa than a third of a mile long, and 115 
feet from the bed of the river to the level of the 
bridge; It seems on looking ‘Hit. of the ear win¬ 
dow as though the train w as suspended In mid 
air. 

This, with the recollection of the big “wind¬ 
fall” just passed, and the storm crashing all 
around, and the slow juice of the train—aliout as 
fast as a person could walk—threw a ruther 
solemn feeling over the little knot of passen 
gers clustered together in our ear. But few 
words were said, and they had to lie shouted In 
the ear, such w as the fury of the storm outside. 
At one Instant h Hash of lightning showed you 
hanging over the immense depth—with the trees 
far Ih>1ow you—crawling along at a snail's juice, 
the next total darkness, with the wind howling, 
the crush of thunder, and heavy pouring of 
rain on the ear roof, it seemed for a 
time like the entrance to Inferno. After what 
seemed an insufferable length of time, we 
reached the end of the bridge, aud solid ground 
once more, when the half dozen Indy jmiasc ti¬ 
gers struck up a solemn hymn, which sounded 
wierd enough. We all drew a sigh of relief, 
glad that the trip over was safely made. It 
was safe enough, any way, as the bridge Is 
one of the lieat ever hull!, and has licen tested 
by every means to lie had. There Is no 
stronger bridge made; It was only the storm 

hat made the Lrip over so solemn, as on our re¬ 


turn in a few days, the train stopped after we 
had crossed over, and the juuweuger* had an op¬ 
portunity given them to get out and take au 
outside view. The lieautiful proportions of the 
bridge from a side view is worth a long trip to 
see. The Wisconsin Central Railway—in this 
as in all the cquljutienta of their mad—have 
spared no expense to have everything perfect 
aud first-class, and the officers of the road, their 
conductors and all train men vie with each 
other as to who shall show the most courtesy to 
sportsmen that seek Information and practical 
know ledge of the fishing aud hunting grounds 
| that their road runs through. 

I say this freely, as w e paid our w ay In every¬ 
thing, hut we were constantly iudehted for some 
kindness or courtesy—a ride on the engine—a 
jolly chat in the baggage car—anything to jilease; 
aud if the tourist should chance to find hint’ 
self on the train in charge of G. 8. Rhodes, 
conductor, he can consider himself particularly 
fortunate, for nothing will he left undone to 
keep alive the pleasure of the passengers under 
his care. 

The whole trip north from Stevens’ Point is a 
revelation—a new world to the denizen of the 
smoky, dusty city. The air is loaded with the resi¬ 
nous flavors of all the varieties of the pine—aud 
healing to the invalid as w ell as bmciug to the 
hearty and well. 

We reached Ashland at 10:20 1*. M.—w ent to 
the Colby House, it was still raining, and we 
found the pluce full, but we got a bite to eat— 
the fourth meal that day, and went to bed; that 
is, we went to bed after we walked a block or 
so in the dark aud rain, to another house for 
lodging, hut all this is obviated now or will lie 
soon, as the new hotel, the Chequumegon, a 
fine modern built house of some sixty rooms, 
with barber simp, hath rooms water closets, 
rooms </< MHitt, and all the latest improvements 
for the comfort of travelers, built by the rail¬ 
road company. Is soon to lie opened, thus fur- 
nishiug the sportsman the comfort of a first- 
class hotel in I he wilderness. The next morn¬ 
ing found us out bright aud early, with a splen¬ 
did appetite for the famous fish breakfast a trav¬ 
eler gets here. 

The whitetlsh here is jwir excellence; equal, 
if not belter than the brook trout; taken from 
the deep cold waters of the hay—they are fat., 
line and toothsome. The day was dull and 
damp—the creeks high ami swollen from the 
last night's storm, so we took the Eva Wads¬ 
worth, a brisk little tug, for Bayfield, distance 
fifteen miles, picked up a fishing party of our 
friends that had been out uli the day and night 
before, with a fine lot of fish, which put our 
spirits at a fever heat. Dinner at the Island 
House, with plenty of splendid whitefish at 3 
p. m. ; hack to Ashland by way of La Polnte, 
w hich is one of the oldest settled places ou Luke 
Superior, being settled by Pere Marquette in 
I tun or thereabouts; when we all went to 
Eugehe Princes, a private house, but kept by 
a prince of good fellows, and the boss fisher¬ 
man of the place. At last we arc at the long 
sought for place—our tackle is carefully looked 
over and all made ready for the morrow. 

In the morning up betimes—the sky clear and 
a gentle breeze from the west—Prince pro¬ 
nounces it just the day for rock fishing—i. e., 
fishing for trout along the bay shore, where the 
bank is high aud rocky, full of little nooks and 
indentations, with here and there a stream put¬ 
ting in from the high ground back; 8am aud I, 

| with Prince and his nephew Percy in the little 
sailboat Annie,withourtwosmall row* boat* towed 
astern, run up sail aud start across the hay for 
the rocks. The wind was hardly fair for us, but 
with two or three long tacks we came to anchor 
off the mouth of Sioux river. By this time our 
apjietite was good again, so we lunched, 
smoked, aud putting tackle, etc., In our small 
bouts, we strike out for “fresh fields aud 
pastures green,” or rather trout pastures and a 
beautiful rocky coast. 8am takes Percy, aud I 
Prince; w ith a hearty w ish for luck to each 
other, and un agreement to meet at our saillioat 
before dark, we juirt, he up the hay and 1 down. 

We do not use a fly, us we are told the trout 
do not rise to them yet, but have some along; 
we are jirovided with a good supply of minnows 
—shiners they call them here—which are said to 
be the best for big trout. After pulling some 
tw enty rods, Prinee runs the boat in near the 
rock) - shore nnd bids me get ready. A bright 
minnow is deftly arranged on the light hook, 
and as we run in near a curve W’ashcd out of the 
rock, be says, “drop it there.” I rise in the bow 
of the lioat, and us he steadies It with his jiuddle 
I make my first cast, bungling enough, I expect, 
as I am new to this style of flahiifjk; hut from 
behind a dark reddish boulder cornea a Hash of 
light, and is answered by a sharp upward turn of 
the rod on my part. Alas! I whs too late, too 
soon, or too something or other, as I did not 
hook my fish. I try it once or twice more, but 
with no better luck. “They are only little 
ones/.’ says Prinee “put on a fresh halt, and lets 
try the point of that rock yonder.” I put on a 
fresh minnow, and fix it so well that I think any 
fish would bite it. We row near the biir rock; I 
try u cast or two; no rise; I liegin to “sinnit off” 
about the jioor fishing, but Prince says, “bold 
on,” I will run you close to the corner of the 
ruck and you throw around it.” lie joiddlcs 
the little boat so close to the corner of the rock 
I ran almost sec the other side of it, then sto|«. 
With a nervous fear I swing my halt around it 
and gently drop It in the water, Ju.«t out of 
sight. Ye gods! what a splash and tug, the 
Instant rny hook touches the water. Whiz-z-z 
goes my reel, and as I close my thumb on the 
swift revolving roll of line—tug, tug, tug, It 
goes, sending thrills of life-giving electricity 
down the supple rod, till all else Is forgotten 
for the instant hut the struggle now 
at hand, and a fine struggle It Is, loo. The 
good rod bends under the strain, like a willow 


before the blast. I give him Hue, Inch by inch, 
and finally check him up, fearful of losing him 
arouud some unseen rock. Prinee moves the 
boat slowly out till I can see where the Hue 
mils under the shelving edge of a big Istulder, 
how far 1 cannot tell, hut the little braided silk . 
Is giMid: it fairly slugs with the tension given it | 
hv Mr. 8almo Foutinalisat olio end, and a terribly I 
excited chap at the other. 1 give him a steady | 
strain and Prince backs off the bout slowly till 1 
get a fair Held to handle him in. Then 1 begin t 
to reel him iu; a fierce tug or two gives warn- , 
ing that such a proceeding is not satisfactory 
to my crimson dotted beauty, and lie flings him¬ 
self in the air, once, twice, three times, aud then 
a down deep turn in the wafer. “You’ve got 
him now,” says Prinee; and so It proved, for, 
after a few minutes* more work—now rushing 1 
towards the liout mi fast I can scarcely take up 
the line, then a deep down swerve, trying the 
strength of the tackle to its utmost ; finally he 
tires a little, aud, as 1 get him near the boat, 
Prinee dropa his landing net in the water, and, 
with a dexterous turn lifts him ill clear of all 
danger. With a long drawn breath, my nerves 
relax and I wipe the persjiiration from my face. 
Now he Is carefully taken from the net—and 
what a beauty he is, to be sure. The colors in 
this deep, cold water are perfect, the bright 
crimson dots the steel blue color of his sides, 
the lieautiful red fins aud gurney shape of him 
as he lays gasping his life away, is worth a long 
trlji to see. It seems a pity to kill so beautiful 
a creation. He w’eighs fourteen and a half 
ounces, and I thought, when I had him on the 
hook, he weighed at least three jxiuuds. We 
pack him carefully in our box, which we had 
filled with wild ferns, iu the bottom of which is 
a goodly piece of Ice; but we do not let the ice 
touch him, as that spoils the flavor. We take a 
small sip of Konwttnug to his good health and 
our further good luck. Then, as we had drifted 
quite a little piece away, I put on a fresh bait 
and Prince rows up anil we try the place again. 
Five or six w e take from the same hole, none so 
large, but riiuning from six to ten ounces; then 
they quit biting. By this time (l P.m.) we feel 
a little hungry, and, as Seth Green says, “the 
best bite you get when you go a fishing is a bite 
to eat.” We sip again, and stow away number¬ 
less slices of bread and butter, and light up u 
little cigar. Whut comfort this ail is none hut 
an angler can tell. We tell big fish stories, and, 
after an hour's rest, we start ahead again. 

Just where a little stream cornea brawling 
out of the ilurk pine woods, cheeked at its 
mouth by a number of large sized rocks, we put 
in ugaiti, taking some six or eight more, all 
idee but not over large. I urge P. to pull further 
along aud find some dark, deep jxiol for a big 
one; we find such a place finally, just lieyonda 
sharp corner in a little curve cut in the steep, 
rocky shore, where the wash of the water for 
centuries has cut far under the rocks. I take 
the fin from one of our fish and put it on un¬ 
hook, and kcejdng In the shadow of the corner 
cautiously swing it In, and drop it just under 
the shelf that stretches out. With a snaji and 
a rush, that so startles me that I almost lose my 
balance, the hook Is takeu. I just have presence 
enough of mind left to strike, and keep u strain 
on him; but he still takes the line, slowly, inch 
by inch, tug by tug. I dare not stop him hard, 
for I know by the feel he is a good one. Prinee 
backs the boat slowly off from shore, so as to 
have room for the fun, and soon it comes: With 
a dart he makes for the boat and I shout to 
Prince to hack her, which he does silently, just 
enough with my own efforts at the reel to keep 
my Hue taut. Finding he is foiled, he makes 
another dash for his home under the ledge; this 
time I hold him harder, and the good rod bends 
far down, almost describing a circle; the con¬ 
stant strain is too much for him, so he sullenly 
turns and runs down deep; first to the right., 
then to the left, backwards aud forwards, then 
with a rush he comes to the surface, leuping 
straight iu mid air, shaking the jicllucid drops 
from his gleaming sides like a shower of dla 
mondts iu the. bright afternoon sunshine; his 
jaws wide oj>en as though he was In a rag*-, and 
I supjxise he was. “Oh Lord! what a big one,” 
w*us the exclamation of each of us; and now I 
ww* anxious. I would not lose him for any mon¬ 
ey; it is business now. I humor him 
more than I did, in fact I am in no hurry; I 
am bound to have him if it takes me all 
day. 1 fought him, what seemed to me a very 
loug time, and after a while he seemed ex¬ 
hausted. I worked him carefully near the bout, 
hut the sight of th t put new life in him, nnd 
another struggle tiegan, but he w as almost worn 
out, and finally i had him within reach of the 
lauding net, which w as skillfully shot under him 
and he was safe With a cheer that might have 
been heard half across the bay, 1 slacked my 
strain on the Hue and he was lifted in. He whs 
a beauty and fairly filled the net. I put hhn oti 
the little scale I always carry, and lie passed 
the notch of |iounds; glory enough for one 
day. Wc drank to Ills honor, lit a cigar, and 
took a breathing spell. After our rest wc fished 
along shore a while longer, taking quite a num¬ 
ber of fine ones; but after I got the big one I 
felt satisfied. 

About sun down we saw 8am and his man 
working around the point towards our sail boat, 
so, feeling that we had done well, wc ran down 
utid cllmbod aboard, ran up our sails and headed 
for home. 8am had also done well; his catch 
numbered some 28, none less than n } u( i 
jMiund, and some of a pound; one of almost two 
pounds. We had 25, all fine ones, and one big 
one. Tired enough we were when we got. 
home, but before supper we dressed and packed 
our fish Iu a good sized box; first a layer of saw¬ 
dust, then a layer of well-packed Ice, then a 
layer of ferns, then jmeked the trout singly, with 
ferns between, so that they could not touch each 
other; then more ferns, then trout, and so on 


until we filled the box; and a finer lot of speckled 
beauties It would have been hard to find. Then 
we sat down to a hearty supjier of fried trout 
and venison, with nice baked potatoes, splendid 
coffee and rich cream, good tiread and butter, 
etc. I think we ate u full hour, and were too 
full for utterance; a good cigur and we were at 
jn*aei* with all the world. 

Do not start ut the mention of venison, 
dear reader, for there are plenty of Indians 
around Ashland, and us they have no game 
law, one of them hud killed a young laick 
mid Mr. Prince hud liought the saddle; it ute 
Just as well us if it hud been shot iu scum in and 
by a willte man; it was fut, juicy and tender. 
Late into the evening we spun yarns, and 
caught our hig fish over again. 

The next morning we were up betimes, but 
it rained so we loafed till noon; then the 
clouds broke away, and wc tried Whlttlesy’s 
Creek. It runs through a large, wild iimadow 
j near its mouth, affording good fishing from 
the banks, and we brought home some 40 tine 
trout. There are plenty of other trout streams 
| around Ashland, hut we had not time to stay 
i longer, as we wanted to try for niuscallongc ut 
I Butternut Lake. We hid adieu to our kind 
host and hostess; and right here let me say, if 
, you go to Ash laud, go to Eugene Prince's, for 
you will have comfortable quarters, the In-st of 
fare, clean and inviting, aud if there are any fish 
to be bad, Prinee knows when* they ure. 

After a stop-off for u few* minutes to sec the 
wonderful White River bridge, we reached 
Butternut Creek station at 11 a. m. This is a 
little hamlet, with only a few inhabitants, but 
they are kind, generous aud willing to help a 
sportsman to all the fun there is. The hotel is 
fair, good enough for this wild country. Two 
miles from the station is the lake where the 
niuscallongc is taken. We took lmata right ut 
the station; not very good boats, hut will do, 
ami the run down the dark stream to the lake, it. 
is u charm ing trip, you see Nature hero in her 
primitive state. I have written so much already, 
that I fear that this article may become tire¬ 
some, ami will only say that we had good s|Hirt, 
taking some very fine fish, one that weighed 
*28$ lbs. They are the veritable musculfonge, 
and bite with the ferocity of a shark. Their 
flesh is firm and white, and very sweet and de¬ 
licious. The lake bus never been fished until this 
present year, as can be said of doxeus of lakes 
and streams along the Hue of this railway com¬ 
pany, and all are teeming with fish: bass, pike, 
pickerel, muscallonge, and from Silver Creek 
to Ashland, all are full of trout Wc hail all the 
fishing we wanted at Butternut Lake in one day; 
the next day we returned home, bringing in our 
trophies, ail having kept in good conditiou. 
Friends were suppUcd, and we, with a plentiful 
supjily of sunburn and tan, and a 
glorious appetite, agreed that, for a 
fishing trip, Ashland and vicinity was a 
sueefess, aud beats every other place known. 
We are under obligations for many acts of kind¬ 
ness shown by Conductor Rhodes and all the 
railroad enijiloyees we met, who take pains to 
assist a sportsman in every way in their jiower. 
We shall always look back to our trip with 
pleasure, and spin inuny a yarn about it around 
future camp fires. 

The trip is so cheap, so easy, and so certain 
of ample returns, that we would unhesitatingly 
urge every angler that has time to take it. 

That all anglers that wet their lines in “Che- 
quaraagon” bay may have ns good luek, and 
better, than we had, is the wish of Hackinctack.
